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The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  gaining 
recognition  as  a  world  resource  for  optometric  edu- 
cation. We  enroll  more  international  students  than 
any  other  institution  in  the  United  States.  This 
year  we  have  matriculated  in  all  academic  programs  51 
Canadian  students  and  29  students  from  other  nations. 
In  addition,  26  current  students  are  foreign  born,  but 
have  received  permanent  resident  status.  Although  these 
numbers  are  modest,  they  represent  26  percent  of  our 
total  enrollment. 

The  College  is  also  pursuing  the  development  of  creative 
programs  to  extend  our  educational  outcomes  to  other 
countries.  These  include  delivering  transcripted 
coursework  abroad,  hosting  summer  symposia  and  non- 
degree  study  programs  for  foreign  optometrists,  developing 
faculty  and  student  exchange  programs,  and  entering  into 
formal  educational  agreements  with  colleges  in  other 
nations.  Our  College  will  benefit  in  yet  unforeseen  ways  by 
extending  these  bridges  to  other  nations. 

The  College  and  profession  benefit  from  the  wealth  of 
our  international  students  and  programs,  not  in  terms  of 
financial  wealth,  but  rather  in  terms  of  the  cultural  and 
intellectual  diversity  which  they  bring  to  us.  Frank  Wong 
at  the  University  of  Redlands  speaks  eloquently  to  this 
point  noting  that  cultural  diversity  enriches  the  variety  of 
intellectual  perspectives  in  our  academic  dialogue.  "The 
outsider's  view  is  often  a  fresh  and  more  incisive  one. 
Being  French  enabled  de  Tocqueville  to  see  American 
strengths  and  weaknesses  more  clearly,  and  being  a  woman 
enabled  Carol  Gilligan  to  see  the  strengths  and  weaknesses 
of  male-centered  moral  development  more  clearly."  Indeed, 
as  we  expand  our  international  involvement  we  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  invite  new  perspectives  of  our  existing 
pedagogy  and  curriculum.  We  ourselves  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  reflect  on  our  programs,  and  to  examine 
their  appropriateness  to  the  needs  of  diverse  cultures.  We 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  profit  from  a  broad  intellectual 
and  cultural  diversity.  And  we  will  emerge  a  stronger 
institution  with  global  involvement  and  mission.

Is  there  a  role  for  international  optometry  in  the  mission 
of  NEWENCO?  NEWENCO's  recent  entry  into  interna- 
tional arenas  is  a  natural  extension  of  NEWENCO's 
ongoing  interest  in  educating  foreign  trained  optom- 
etrists. NEWENCO  has  been  contributing  optometrists  in 
significant  numbers  to  the  international  arena  since  the 
mid  1970s.  Members  of  my  own  class  included  natives  of 
Indonesia,  Puerto  Rico,  Canada  and  Nigeria  and  others.  A 
more  formal  program  at  NEWENCO,  started  in  the  mid- 
1980s,  with  graduates  from  British,  Canadian,  South 
African,  French,  Hispanic  and  other  foreign  schools  of 
Optometry.  It  is,  in  my  mind,  a  natural  evolutionary  step 
for  NEWENCO  to  be  taking  its  "show  on  the  road,"  so  to 
speak.  But  is  this  really  needed? 

One  only  has  to  attend  a  major  conference,  such  as  the 
annual  American  Academy,  meeting  to  answer  this 
question.  The  oceans  of  the  optometric  world  are  shrink- 
ing faster  than  ever.  The  interactions  and  exchange  of 
information  and  ideas  between  optometrists  from  every 
major  continent  (including  Australia)  have  grown  tremen- 
dously. This  year,  the  Academy  had  its  first  international 
meeting  in  London. 

It  is  a  noble  mission  for  NEWENCO  to  bring  its  expertise 
in  optometric  education  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  Optom- 
etry in  the  United  States  is  reaching  a  scope  of  practice 
that  would  meet  the  eyecare  needs  of  many  other  coun- 
tries. By  example,  the  Ophthalmic  Field  Officers  Program 
in  rural  Kenya  has  its  participants  working  very  much  as 
(plus  and  minus)  the  level  of  TPA  trained  optometrist  in 
the  United  States.  While  there  is  a  system  in  place  for  the 
provision  of  quality  eye  care  throughout  Kenya,  lack  of 
trained  manpower  has  been  a  main  hindrance  to  its 
success.  NEWENCO  has  the  know-how,  faculty,  resources 
and  the  network  of  alumni  needed  to  make  these  programs 
work.  Let's  do  it.

The 
check  was  presented  during  a  lunch- 
eon in  July  at  the  Schepens  Eye 
Research  Institute  in  Boston.  Dr. 
Morris  Applebaum,  dean  of  aca- 
demic affairs,  also  represented  the 
College  at  the  luncheon. 

Dr.  Arnold  Katz  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  the  National  Advisory  Board  of 
Descriptive  Video  Services  (DVS). 
DVS  is  a  free  service  carried  by  the 
Public  Broadcasting  System  which 
makes  television  accessible  to  people 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired. 
DVS  provides  narrated  descriptions 
of  a  television  program's  key  visual 
elements  such  as  actions,  settings, 
scene  changes  and  body  language. 
DVS  was  launched  nationally  in 
1990  by  the  WGBH  Educational 
Foundation  in  Boston.  Descriptive 
video  is  now  available  on  many  PBS 
series. 

Dr.  Richard  Frankel  published 
"Diagnostic  and  Ethical  Challenges 
for  the  Optometrist"  in  the  Spring 
1992  issue  of  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Optometry. 

Dr.  Stanley  Klein  presented  a 
seminar  to  graduate  students  at 
Tufts  University  School  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy.  He  discussed  the 
history  of  Exceptional  Parent 


magazine  and  its  relationship  to 
changes  in  services  for  children  with 
disabilities  and  their  families.

Successful  Fund  Raiser  Ensures  Homeless  Veterans 
Eye  Clinic  Will  Keep  its  Doors  Open 


The  nation's  first  Homeless 
Veterans  Eye  Clinic  will  remain 
in  operation  due  to  the  success 
of  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry's  second  annual  fund 
raiser,  which  raised  more  than  $25,000  to 
support  the  Clinic's  operating  costs. 

Approximately  150  guests  met  with 
veterans  and  students  of  The  New  Eng- 
land College  of  Optometry  at  the  College's 
second  annual  benefit  event  held  on 
October  22  at  Anthony's  Pier  Four  in 
Boston.  Last  year's  event  also  raised  in 
excess  of  $25,000  to  support  the  Eye  Clinic. 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry 
established  the  Homeless  Veterans  Eye 
Clinic  in  1991  to  provide  homeless  veter- 
ans with  critical  vision  care  —  often  for  the 
first  time  since  being  discharged  from  the 
military.  Since  the  Eye  Clinic  opened  its 
doors,  the  students  and  preceptors  have 
conducted  more  than  1,000  patient 
encounters. 

College  President  Larry  R.  Clausen, 
O.D.,  M.P.H.,  undertook  this 
endeavor  in  response  to  the  serious  health 
care  needs  of  America's  homeless  veter- 
ans. "The  Homeless  Veterans  Eye  Clinic 
serves  to  broaden  the  academic  experience 
for  our  students,  assists  the  community  in 
response  to  an  ongoing  social  problem, 
and  responds  immediately  to  the  critical 
need  of  eye  care  for  homeless  veterans," 
Dr.  Clausen  said.  The  operating  costs  of 
the  clinic  are  fully  underwritten  by  the 
College.  The  College  has  equipped  and 
staffed  this  clinic  and  is  committed  to 
sustaining  its  operation. 

Because  there  are  no  available  funds 
from  public  sources  to  assure  continuation  of  these  services,  a  committee 
of  business  and  political  leaders  banded  together  to  support  this  much 
needed  Homeless  Veterans  Eye  Clinic.  John  T.  Tynan,  former  Massachu- 
setts House  Majority  Whip,  and  Thomas  W.  McGee,  former  speaker  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  were  co-chairmen  of  the  event.

lions  Clubs  Assist  Optometry  Students  in  Providing 
Vision  Care  to  Underserved  Nations 


Optometry  students  and  Lions 
Club  members  are  a  team 
when  it  comes  to  providing 
eye  care  and  eyeglasses  to 
impoverished  people  in  third 
world  nations.  Volunteer  Optometric 
Service  to  Humanity  (VOSH)  is  an 
international  group  of  optometry 
students  and  eye  care  professionals 
whose  motto  is  "bringing  the  world 
into  focus." 

The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry's  VOSH  group  recently 
went  on  a  mission  to  Quintanna 
Roo,  Mexico,  a  remote  village  near 
Cancun,  from  December  10  to  21. 
Twenty-seven  students,  faculty 
members,  and  alumni  performed  eye 
screenings  and  prescribed  and 
distributed  eyeglasses.  VOSH  has 
visited  other  areas  of  South 
America,  including  Venezuela  and 
Colombia. 

The  Lions  Clubs  play  an  intricate 
part  in  the  VOSH  mission.  "They 
are  our  major  source  of  glasses  and 
probably  the  major  source  of  funding 
that  we  can  get,"  said  VOSH 
Immediate  Past  Co-President 
Shannon  Mulligan.  The  Lions 
Clubs  collect  all  the  eyeglasses  and 
donate  them  to  us.  In  addition,  they 
donate  funds  that  we  use  to  pur- 
chase optometric  equipment  used  in 
screenings,"  said  Tracy  Haradon, 
who  served  as  co-president  with 
Mulligan.

1991-92.  According  to  Haradon,  Bell 
educates  Lions  Clubs  about  VOSH's 
mission  and  updates  them  about 
recent  international  missions  during 
local  Lions  Clubs  weekly  or  monthly 
meetings.  "Helen  Bell  or  another 
VOSH  representative  will  tell  the 


groups  about  who  we  are,  what  we 
do,  and  how  they're  an  intricate  part 
of  getting  the  trips  going.  They  also 
learn  how  we  need  their  financial 
support  and  their  previously-owned 
eyeglass  donations,"  Haradon  said. 

VOSH  targets  areas  of  the 
world  where  people  have  never 
had  eye  care.  "We  have  seen 
people  who  have  never  been  to 
doctors  before.  We  were  also 
cautioned  that  people  who  live  out 
in  the  jungle  may  have  a  strange 
reaction  to  the  lights  in  the  instru- 
ments," Mulligan  said.  "Many 
native  people  will  take  four  to  five 
hour  bus  rides  to  have  their  eyes 
checked  by  the  volunteers.  The 
language  barrier  does  not  seem  to  be 
a  major  problem.  Natives  are  kind 
and  patient  with  the  students.  Most 
countries  which  VOSH  visits  have 
English-speaking  schools  which 
teach  the  native  students  how  to 
speak  English,"  according  to 
Mulligan.  English-speaking  stu- 
dents will  come  to  the  VOSH  site 
and  translate  for  volunteers. 
"Shannon  and  I  made  up  a  pamphlet 
with  common  optometric  terms  used 
in  Spanish.  The  students  catch  on 
very  quickly,"  Haradon  said. 

The  number  of  students  going 
on  the  trips  varies  depending 
on  how  much  money  VOSH 
has  raised  at  that  time. 
There  are  faculty,  alumni,  and 
doctors  who  have  heard  of  the 
organization  and  want  to  get  in- 
volved and  go  on  trips.  Haradon 
noted  alumni,  faculty,  and  interested 
persons,  pay  for  their  own  airfare. 
The  site  country  provides  lodging 
and  meals  for  members  of  the  VOSH 
expedition.  She  explained  that 
VOSH  holds  fund  raisers  throughout 
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to  have  their 
eyes  checked  by 
the  volunteers.

the  year  to  raise  money  for  students' 
airfare.  In  order  for  a  student  to  be 
eligible,  according  to  Haradon,  he  or 
she  must  donate  at  least  40  volun- 
teer hours.  A  student  may  be  a 
member  of  VOSH,  but  that  does  not 
necessarily  mean  he  or  she  can  go 
on  the  trip.  VOSH  goes  on  two  trips 
each  year.

Dr.  William  Baldwin  returns  to  Massachusetts 
Heads  River  Blindness  Foundation 


J     ollowing  a  full  career  in  optometric  education,  Dr.  William  Baldwin 
i     has  returned  to  Massachusetts  to  direct  the  River  Blindness  Founda- 
.^Lb        tion.  Dr.  Baldwin  founded  the  organization  in  1990  to  assist  in  the 
distribution  of  a  drug  to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  onchocerciasis,  commonly 
known  as  "River  Blindness,"  a  treatable  disease  that  causes  blindness  and  skin 
damage. 

River  blindness  exists  in  34  countries  in  Africa,  Latin  America,  and  Asia. 
It  effects  only  those  persons  who  live  by  fast-moving  rivers  and  streams.  The 
immediate  cause  of  the  disease  is  the  infestation  of  a  parasite  that  produces 
millions  of  microfilaria  in  modules  that  are  in  the  skin.  The  important  and 
tragic  complication  of  onchocerciasis  is  loss  of  vision  as  a  result  of  microfilarial 
invasion  of  the  eye. 

Dr.  Baldwin's  interest  in  onchocerciasis  began  while  he  served  as  President 
of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  when  an  official  from  the  University 
of  Benn  in  Nigeria  inquired  about  the  possibility  of  sending  a  delegation  from 
that  institution  to  NEWENCO  to  study  the  College's  optometry  program.  In 
1972,  the  College  was  just  initiating  the  advanced  standing  Ph.D.  program. 
Dr.  Baldwin  suggested  that  the  University  of  Benn  send  a  delegate  with  a 
Ph.D.  in  the  sciences,  who  would  be  granted  a  NEWENCO  scholarship. 

The  delegate  chosen  was  Dr.  Paul  Ogbuehi  (O.D.  '74).  Upon  completion  of 
his  O.D.  degree  at  NEWENCO,  Dr.  Ogbuehi  returned  to  Nigeria  to  establish  a 
Doctor  of  Optometry  program  at  Benn  State  University,  a  program  very  much 
modeled  after  programs  of  study  in  this  country. 

In  1987,  Dr.  Baldwin  read  a  report  that  Merk,  Sharp  and  Dohme,  Inc.,  a 
pharmaceutical  manufacturer  based  in  New  Jersey,  had  completed  clinical 
trials  on  a  drug  that  had  been  found  to  be  very  effective  against  the  microfi- 
laria that  caused  the  major  skin  damage  and  blindness  caused  by  onchocer- 
ciasis. Merk,  Sharp,  and  Dohme  was  making  the  drug  available  at  no  cost. 
However,  Dr.  Baldwin  found  that  there  were  no  distribution  channels  set  up  to 
make  it  available  to  afflicted  persons  in  the  remote  villages. 

"In  1989, 1  applied  to  the  Rotary  International  Foundation  for  a  small  grant 
to  go  to  Nigeria  and  study  how  we  might  bring  universities  and  volunteer  org- 
anizations together  to  distribute  the  drug.  We  received  the  grant  and  worked 
with  Imo  State  University  and  University  of  Benn  in  Nigeria  to  develop  a  dis- 
tribution plan.  Upon  our  return  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Houston,  John 
Moores,  read  about  our  endeavor  in  a  Houston  newspaper.  He  contacted  his 
brother,  brother-in-law,  and  sister-in-law,  all  optometrists,  and  referred  them 
to  me,"  Dr.  Baldwin  said.  Mr.  Moores  wanted  to  use  his  personal  resources  to 
take  on  this  global  challenge. 

Since  1972,  Dr.  Baldwin  has  been  visiting  Nigeria  annually,  often  as  an 
external  examiner  at  Imo  State  University  in  Nigeria.  He  is  committed  to 
establishing  River  Blindness  prevention  programs  in  all  34  afflicted  countries. 
He  estimates  this  undertaking  to  take  about  five  years.  "At  this  point  we're  on 
track  in  fulfilling  our  five  year  objective,"  Dr.  Baldwin  said. 


William  Baldwin,  O.D.,  Ph.D., 
was  recently  honored  with  the 
1992  Distinguished  Service 
Award  by  the  American 
Optometric  Association  "for 
a  lifetime  of  contributions  to 
optometric  education,  the 
profession  of  optometry  and 
the  inter-national  optometric 
community."  Dr.  Baldwin 
served  as  dean  of  the  Pacific 
University  and  University  of 
Houston  Colleges  of  Optometry, 
as  well  as  president  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry. 
In  1982,  he  received  the 
honorary  degree  Doctor  of 
Humane  Letters  from  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry. 


Making  Eye  Care 
Accessible  to  Boston's 

Inner  City  Patients: 
A  20- Year  Partnership 

The  New  England  College 
of  Optometry  recently 
hosted  an  anniversary 
celebration  commemorat- 
ing 20  years  of  partner- 
ship between  the  College  and  10  of 
Boston's  community  health  centers. 
This  community  partnership  has 
provided  comprehensive  eye  care  to 
more  than  300,000  inner  city 
patients.

citizens  of  Boston."  Senator  Bulger 
presented  a  resolution  from  the  state 


senate  commemorating  the  event. 

Rep.  Gloria  L.  Fox,  chair  of  the 
House  Rules  Committee  and  the 
Minority  Caucus,  and  Rep.  James  T. 
Brett,  chair  of  the  Committee  on 
Redistricting,  and  Mr.  James  W. 
Hunt,  executive  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  League  of  Commu- 
nity Health  Centers,  presented 
plaques  to  the  chief  administrator 
from  each  of  the  three  original 
affiliates. 

Dr.  William  Baldwin,  former 
president  of  NEWENCO,  and  Dr. 
Charles  Mullen,  former  faculty 
member  and  currently  chief  adminis- 
trator of  the  VA  Optometric  Services, 
reviewed  the  development  and 
importance  of  the  affiliations.

Robert  Travaglini  presented  a

he  New  England  College  of  Optometry  has  em- 
barked on  several  international  initiatives  aimed  at 
expanding  NEWENCO's  influence  on  a  global  basis. 
According  to  Board  of  Trustees  Chairman  Joseph 
Bickford,  O.D.,  "As  the  need  for  optometric  primary 
eye  care  is  recognized  more  and  more  world  wide,  there  is  a 
growing  demand  for  optometric  education  internationally  and 
NEWENCO  is  in  a  unique  position  to  fulfill  that  demand.  Our 
College  has  long  been  in  a  leadership  position  in  educating 
international  students  on  our  own  campus  and  recently  we  have 
been  invited  to  participate  in  helping  set  up  optometric  educa- 
tional programs  in  Italy,  Spain,  and  China.  This  is  a  very  healthy 
development  for  all  concerned,  particularly  for  people  all  over 
the  world  who  will  benefit  from  receiving  primary  eye  care  from 
well  educated  and  highly  trained  optometrists." 


What  follows  is  an  update  on  three  international  ventures  — 
agreements  in  the  People's  Republic  of  China;  an  advanced 
studies  program  at  the  Collegio  di  Optometria  in  Verona,  Italy; 
and  continuing  education  for  optometrists  from  Madrid,  Spain. 
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NEWENCO  signs  landmark  agreements  to  further 
optometric  study  in  People's  Republic  of  China. 


enzhou  Medical  College  in  the  People's 
Republic  of  China  has  signed  a  cooperative 
agreement  with  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  in  Boston.  This  signifies  the  first 
formal  relationship  between  a  U.S.  optometry 
school  and  the  People's  Republic  of  China. 
This  agreement  was  signed  by  NEWENCO 
President  Larry  R.  Clausen  and  Dr.  Riqian 
Li,  president  of  the  Wenzhou  Medical  College,  in  Wenzhou,  on 
October  27.  The  ceremony  and  signing  of  the  agreement  to 
become  "twin  colleges"  received  national  media  coverage  in  the 
People's  Republic  of  China.  Particulars  of  the  agreement 
include  the  establishment  of  a  visiting  scholars  program,  joint 
research  ventures,  student  exchange  programs,  and  the 
launching  of  an  international  symposium  on  optometry  in 
Wenzhou,  People's  Republic  of  China. 

In  the  People's  Republic  of  China,  a  significant  portion  of 
the  more  than  one  billion  population  has  limited  or  no  access  to 
primary  eye  care.  The  association  of  these  two  institutions  will 
serve  to  facilitate  the  development  of  the  profession  of  optom- 
etry in  the  People's  Republic  of  China,  as  well  as  providing  the 
Chinese  people  with  broader  access  to  quality  eye  care. 

The  signing  of  this  agreement  coincided  with  the  formal 
recognition  by  Beijing's  central  government  of  the  National 
Center  for  Optometry  and  has  granted  the  Center  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  development  of  optometry.  Dr.  Clausen  and  Board 
of  Trustees  Chairman  Joseph  Bickford,  O.D.,  were  invited  to 
join  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Public  Health  in  the  opening 
ceremonies  of  the  National  Center  for  Optometry  in  Wenzhou. 
Wenzhou  Medical  College,  with  a  full-time  enrollment  of  1500 
students,  previously  offered  a  three-year  optometry  program. 
Beginning  in  the  fall  of  1993,  this  program  will  be  extended  to 
five  years.  Wenzhou  is  a  city  of  six  million  persons  located  on 
the  coast,  south  of  Shanghai. 


In  separate  negotiations,  Drs.  Clausen  and  Bickford  also 
met  with  officials  of  the  Fourth  People's  Hospital  of  Chongqing 
to  discuss  the  establishment  of  an  optometry  center.  Dr. 
Zongrui  Yang,  director  of  the  Chongqing  Emergency  Medical 
Center  at  Chongqing  Fourth  Hospital;  Dr.  Clausen;  and 
Donghui  Zhang,  deputy  director,  Foreign  Affairs  Office,  City  of 
Chongqing,  representing  the  Joseph  W.  Stilwell  Institute,  met 
to  discuss  the  developement  of  optometric  programs  to  address 
the  demand  for  quality  eye  care  in  that  region. 

With  a  population  of  12  million  citizens,  Chongqing  is  the 
largest  city  in  southwest  China.  The  city  is  located  on  the 
Yangtze  River.  The  Joseph  W.  Stilwell  Institute  was  devel- 
oped to  promote  cooperative  relationships  and  better  under- 
standing between  Chongqing,  People's  Republic  of  China,  and 
the  United  States.

Advanced  standing 

international  program 

established  in  Verona,  Italy 


he  New  England  College  of  Optometry  has  established 
an  advanced  standing  international  program  in  Italy. 
The  program  is  being  held  at  the  Collegio  di 
Optometria  in  Verona,  Italy.  In  December  1991, 
President  Larry  R.  Clausen  was  approached  by  Dr. 
Alberto  DiStefani,  president  of  the  Collegio  di 
Optometria,  about  the  possibility  of  NEWENCO 
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establishing  an  advanced  standing  program  for  optometrists 
that  have  graduated  from  Collegio  di  Optometria,  similar  to 
NEWENCO's  advanced  standing  program  for  international 
students  that  have  graduated  from  International  Optometric 
and  Optical  League-recognized  foreign  optometry  schools  with  a 
minimum  of  two  years  of  full-time  optometric  experience. 

In  January  1992,  Dr.  Morris  Applebaum,  dean  of  academic 
affairs,  and  Dr.  Joanne  Caruso,  now  coordinator  of  the  ad- 
vanced standing  international  program  in  Italy,  modified  the 
advanced  standing  international  program  in  optometry  to 
specifically  meet  the  needs  of  the  graduates  of  Verona's  Collegio 
di  Optometria.  Dr.  Caruso  has  worked  closely  with  Dr. 
Patrizia  Pasqualin,  dean  of  the  Collegio  di  Optometria  in 
Verona,  in  coordinating  and  implementing  this  program.  Dr. 
Pasqualin  earned  her  Doctor  of  Optometry  degree  from  the 
Inter  American  University  in  Hato  Rey,  Puerto  Rico. 

According  to  Dr.  Caruso,  who  serves  as  liaison 
between  NEWENCO  and  the  Collegio  di  Optometria, 
"The  profession  of  optometry  as  we  know  it  today  in 
the  United  States  does  not  exist  in  Italy.  Optom- 
etrists in  Italy  do  eye  examinations,  refractions, 
vision  therapy,  and  contact  lens  care.  Our  ultimate 
goal  is  to  educate  these  students  to  the  U.S.  standard 
of  eye  care,  so  that  they  can  then  work  together  to  advance  the 
profession  of  optometry  in  Italy." 

In  May  1992,  the  first  pilot  module  began,  with  10  students 
enrolled  in  the  program.  NEWENCO  faculty  members  travel 
to  Verona,  two  to  six  weeks  at  a  time,  for  the  first  two  years  of 
the  program  to  teach  the  didactic  coursework,  followed  by  the 
students  doing  nine  months  of  clinical  rotations  in  Boston. 
Lectures  are  delivered  in  English,  with  a  translator  in  the 
classroom.  All  class  notes  are  prepared  in  English  and  Italian. 
Students  must  be  proficient  in  English  before  they  arrive  in 
Boston  for  their  clinical  rotations.  Upon  successful  completion 
of  this  program,  each  student  will  have  earned  a  Doctor  of 
Optometry  degree  from  NEWENCO. 

"Many  of  the  students  in  this  program  have  made  signifi- 
cant personal  sacrifices  to  further  their  education.  Some 
commute  two  to  three  hours  daily  to  attend  classes.  Their 
commitment  has  dictated  that  they  close  their  practices  and 
leave  their  families  for  three  days  a  week.  They  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  bring  advanced  eye  care  to  their  patients  in 
Italy,"  Dr.  Caruso  said.
